Center Sill

the center sill is a 6x8 built-up wall. On all other one 
story houses a 6x6 built-up sill is furnished. 


First Floor Joists 


2x8 floor joists, spaced 16” on centers, are furnished 
with all houses excepting the Besty Ross, Chester, Provi- 
dence, Sheridan and Sterling, which have 2x8 floor joists 
spaced 24” on centers. 


Second Floor Joists 


In all two-story designs the second floor joists are 2x8 
spaced 16” on centers.
